WASHINGTON, Deo. 17—President Pro- 
tem Ingalls laid before the senate the 
resolution of Riddleberger, proposing 
re-organization of the senate alter Jan- 
uary 1, and the author spoke in support 
of it. He said its object was to put 
some other than the senator from Kan 
sas in the chair, asserting that he had 
been the chief figure in the most dis- 
orderly scenes he could recollect occur- 
ring on the senate floors. He said the 
change was nei^sary in order that the 
faith of the republican party, pledged to 
a consideration of the British extradi- 
tion treaty in open session, might be 
kept. 


At the conclusion of his remarks, Mr. 
Riddleberger asked permission to with- 
draw the resolution, but an objection 
was made by Mr. Harris, of Tennessee, 
who moved to lay it on the table, and 
called for the years and nays, paying a 
high tribute to Mr. Ingalls' impartial! 
ty and ability. 
Finally the senator 
from Virginia was permitted to with- 
draw his resolution. 


HOUSE. 


On motion of Phelan, of Tenness^, 
bill was passed for the incorporation of 
the American Historical 
association. 
Andrew D. White, of New York; George 
Bancroft, of the District of Columbia, 
and Justin Windsor, of Massachusetts, 
are among the incorporators named. 


The concurrent resolution providing 
for a holiday recess from Friday, Deo. 
21, till Monday, Jan. 7, was reported 
with an amendment, making it end Jan- 
uary 4. 
The committee amendment 
was rejected: yeas, 98; nays, 108, and 
the original resolution agreed to. 


A week ago Mr. Lawler, of Illinois, 
introduced a bill granting a pension of 
812 per month to the honorably dis- 
charged soldiers when they have attained 
the age of sixty. Since that time he has 
been the recipient of many letters re- 
questing him to lower the minimum to 
the age of fifty years and this morning 
he introduced a bill in accordance with 
that request. 


NOTES. 


The secretary of the interior to-day 
rendered a decision in the case of the 
state of Michigan against the United 
States. The claim 
directly involves 
about 1,300 acres of land, granted to the 
state under the swamp land act of 1850. 
The decision affirms that of the com- 
missioner of the general land office re- 
jecting the claims of the state and in 
favor of the present owners and occu- 
pants of the land.

«nenUyòn tbe Subject, ««God?» 
Principle of Bowards.** 


"God's Principle of Rewards" was 
the subject of the sermon preached yes- 
terday morning, at the Congregational 
church, by the pastor. Rev. J. C. 
Cromer. He took as the foundation for 
his remarks the narrative, as related in 
Samuel, of David's pursuit, with his 
band of 600 warriors, of the Am^ekites, 
who hald invaded the south of Israel, 
burned Ziklag, stolen the vast herds of 
cattle, and carried away the women as 
captives. David, with his men, gave 
pursuit to the invaders, but when his 
army arrived at the bro(d: Besor, two 
hnndred<^ his men were faint wd Ex- 
hausted with tiieir long march. 
These 
he left behind^o guard the camp equip- 
ments, and with the remaining four 
hundred, he crossed the stream, pur- 
sued the enemy, and came upon them 
as they were feasting and rejoicing over 
the great spoils they had taken out 
of the land of Israel. 


David gave battle to the Amelekites, 
defeated them and recovered the women 
captives and all the spoils they had taken. 
When he marched back and met the 
two hundred men whom he had left at the 
brook, he divided the spoils of the biittle 
among all his men, both those that had 
gone with him and those who had re- 
mained behind to guard the equipments, 
saying to those who protested against 
the division: "As his part is that goeth 
down- to the battle, so shall his part be 
that tarrieth by the stuff; they shall 
share alike." This was the description, 
vividly and interestingly given by the 
3aker in the owning of his sermon, 
and as still farther illustrating God's 
principle of giving rewards, he narrated 
the parables, as told by Christ, of the 
talents, the pounds and the men who 
had gone to work in the vineyard at dif- 
ferent hours of the day and yet had 
been rewarded alike—to each man the 
Lord had given a penny, 
whether 
he commenced his labors at the first or 
at the eleventh hour of the day. 
From 
these illustrations he drew the lessons 
he sought to teach.
